Hamilton, Ont., October !l — Word 
was received to-dny from Ouray, Co- 
lorado, of the death of Mr. Oeddcs 
Zimmerman, son of Adam Zimmer- 
man, cx-M.P., for West Hamilton. 
The deceased was making his way to 
Lake City and while at an altitude Of 
13,000 feet was overtaken by a bliz- 
zard. He lighted a fire, and it is 
thought that lie was overcome by the 
fumes and also weakened by the rare 
atmosphere, and while trying to make 
a lower altitude fainted, llis body 
was found in a ravine. 

Gcddefi Zimmerman was well known 
in Montreal. He was a graduate Of 
I McGill and played on the Rugby team 
! in 1901 and IS 12. In the last year ol 
;bis . adies he was captain of the 
i team. 

Ho also played with the Hamilton 
Tigers. His death has created keen 
î regret in both sporting and social cir 
'des in this city and throughout the 
country. 

The above paragraph, appearing in 
the Montreal Star, will hive been 
rcail with regret hot only by hundreds 
of graduates of McGill but by follow- 
ers of football throughout the coun- 
try, Ceddcs Zimmerman having been 
not only one of the most, spectacular, 
but also one nf (be most, popular men 
that ever played the game. 

Zimmerman came here with the 
class nf Science 1907 and quickly 
became famous as a rugbylst. He 
captained the team in the autumn of 
1905 and was the hero of the college. 
He was best known by his first name, 
Herbert, and McGill men of his gener- 
ution will remember the famous par- 
ody of ''Tammany" with which the 
students used to cheer "Herble" Zim- 
merman anil his team on to victory.

Tin verso in honor of " Herbic " 
Zimmerman Was as follows, 
"Next to Will m point of honour to 

1 lerbic Zimmerman, 
Our football boy's a perfect joy: 
I le is so full of vim. 
Watch him in the coming game, 
He'll make Toronto bum, 
Before the game is over he'll have 
put them on the bum. 
Zimmerman's team failed to win 
the championship in 1905 and it was 
thought that ho would not be seen 
again on the campus. He returned for 
further study* with the class of 1908 
however and turned out after the 
season was well under way. McGill 
won the championship that season 
under the leadership ol Doctor 
Step! ens after many disputes and 
committee meetings, Toronto fighting 
to the last. 

Ziujmcrman was best known on the 
foothill field ns a bull carrier. His 
punting was accurate enough but 
without great length. He excelled, 
however, in getting around the ends 
and though not a big man wub a hard 
one to tackle. 

He was generally used at left half 
and when he was in the game it was 
a COiamon thing to see a long pass 
from (limiter back travelling out to 
the waiting Herble, followed by a 
flash of red and white speeding along 
the touch lines and culminating in 
the vociferous applause which Indic- 
ates a touch down. 
Zimmerman returned to his native

ic time recording goes. To a large 
number of Cantonese living in that 
Part of the city it is their only time- 
piece and as such is in constant re- 
quisition. 

One place in Canton where every 
visitor, morbidly inclined or other- 
wise, is always taken is the lixecu- 
tion Ground and as executions in 
Canton are literally matters of every 
day occurrence, it is more than likely 
that you may arrive there at the ex- 
act time that executions are always 
held, it was the only day of that par- 
ticular week when none took 
place, for which blessing I was rather 
thankful, though my guide seemed to 
consider it a terrible misfortune for 
mc. Capital punishment in Canton 
, is the sentence for so many crimes, 
some of which would only earn in 
most countries a short Imprisonment 
that it is by no means uncommon for 
as many as a dozen or ev?n more un- ] 
fortunates to be beheaded at one 
time; over one hundred had been put 
to deuth in the week previous to my 
visit while a few months before, fol- 
lowingtho riots, executions went on 
at the rate of several hundred a week. 
But the population of Canton is so 
enormous that they coulil well afford 
to execute at the rate of several 
thousand a week without making any 
noticeable difference in the swarms of 
people that engulf you in its narrow 
streets. Jt is recorded that in 1855 
over 55, 00b rebels went to their 
doom. 

The Kxecution Ground Itself is sure- 
ly as little in accordance with one's 
natural ideas regarding what such a 
place would be like as could well be 
jmngined. It is nothing but a pot- 
yard about two hundred feet 
and one hundred feet wide, 
|d on three sides by very low 
and buildings. In proportion 
space this place has unques- 
hly seen more slain than any 
Mield in Hie world's history. As 
las the executions arc over the 
are cither removed or not in- 
ltly left to the public gaze for 
days and the potter, who has 
Iouh in the yard resumes his 
finite unconcernedly. The execu- 
is a very old man who de- 
jwing his sword and a 
some looking skulls, 
qj\ han<l for 
and de- 



Capital punishment for ordinary of- 
fenders is carried out by beheading, 
but strangulation, slicing to pieces, 
and other horrible forms of death are 
very common forms of execution. 

The Prison contains even more hor- 
rors than the Execution Ground and 
the things that 1 heard and read 
about it were sufficiently gruesome to 
make mo feel glad that an edict in 
temporary force at the time prevent- 
ed any 'foreign devil' from visiting 
it. 

While on the subject of horrors, 
sonic mention should be made of the 
City Temple, in the courtyard of 
which is the so called 'Temple of 
Horrors'; this is a sort of Chinese 
Madame Tussalids where groups of 
carved figures, supposed to be cut 
prits undergoing torture, depict with 
startling realism the various punish- 
I mcnts of the Buddhist Hell and tin 
average visitor feels thankful that, 
whatever else he may be, he is not 
an erring Buddhist. The punishments 
meted out to those who are too sin 
ful to attain Nirvana are many and 
varied and diabolically ingenious, and 
there seems to be no crime for which 
some terrible penalty has not been 
devised. Sonic culprits are being 
pounded alive in oil, others are be- 
ing thrown into a rice pounding mill 
by demons and crushed to death, 
others are depicted as being 
bound between two planks and sawn 
assunder by demons. In another 
place men are being crucified and de- 
voured by hideous wild beasts and re- 
pulsive reptiles and women are being 
torn to pieces by devils. These are 
only a few of the tortures represent- 
ed.

STUDENT THOUGHTLESSNESS 



'.he disorderly conduct of Students during a recent street 
parade, and the necessity for the passing of a resolution on 
student, lawlessness by the Students' Council, arc proof that * 
unfortunately there are still a few among us who have 
strangely distorted notions of student privileges and libert- 
ies. It is hard enough to understand why upper-classmen at 
McGill, — or even freshmen — should imagine that because 
they are members of a university they are immune from civic 
or provincial laws. It is harder to understand why they 
should imagine that they may ignore the courtesies and the 
civilities of life. It is just such conduct as that of last, week 
that detracts from McGill's good name and does injury to 
her reputation in Montreal. Too frequently the conduct and 
attitude of a few irresponsible students stand in the eyes of 
the community for the whole university. Too frequently the 
whole suffers for the very minor part, and the press tells 
under black headlines of McGill Students Lawlessness. 
Too frequently citizens forget as a consequence that the 
University means to the city, and arc mindful only of the 
disorder of the few. 

It is scarcely necessary to remind McGill men that they 
are members of a great and large family with a common 
mother — McGill. The members of that family are not at 
present all under the family roof. The greater number of 
them are scattered throughout the world endeavouring in n 
small or a large way, by great services or by simple duties, 
to shed lustre on the family name. Only the younger children 
nrc now at home,— gathered for another session on the old 
homestead. Hut every action of every member of the great 
group is not a matter merely of his own individual concern. 
It reflects on all the others. It means something to the 
family as a whole. In each action, be it good or bad, the 
honour of the family is always at stake, and the reputation 
of the old mother — McGill — must he taken into account. 
Stopping trolley-cars or interfering with police-officers may 
be considered a trifling matter. Perhaps it is. Hut it is at 
least selfish. It is not permitted without punishment to the 
ordinary citizen. It. is not sanctioned by law. It is interfer- 
ing with the legal liberties of other members of society. It 
is therefore not worthy of sl McGill man. It is not a credit 
to the family. 

The DAILY has no desire to seal up student enthusiasm 
and student fun, nor to interfere with their legitimate ex- 
pression. Nor has the student body any such desire, nor, we 
believe, have the University authorities, We stand for Univ- 
ersity spirit, with nil its unity anil loyalty and enthusiasm 
at its strongest and best, Hut we believe that lawlessness 
and annoyance are not necessary to student enthusiasm, and 
that student fun need not degenerate into rowdyism. Perhaps 
it is thoughtlessness rather than lawlessness that is respons- 
ible for student misconduct. If it is, we trust that this word 
of caution may not be in vain. If it is wasted, then we shall 
welcome severe measures by the Council in the case of stu- 
dents guilty of lawlessness within or without the College 
precincts. 

During the coming weeks there will be many student 
celebrations. These include Theatre Night, the Inter-Year 
Sports, the Intercollegiate Track Championships, and, let us 
hope, two Football victories at home. Let there be enthus- 
iasm in these celebrations, but let it be legitimate student 
enthusiasm divorced from annoyance to others. Let each .-tu- 
dent be mindful of his individual responsibility to the good 
name of the family to which he belongs, — the gnat family 
of McGill men. Let him remember that the term " McGill 

"McGill man" should be synonomoiis with "gentleman "; 
and that law and order and civility are guides of conduct 
which even in the midst of frolic, in the elation of victory, 
or in the desponding of defeat, a gentleman never forgets. 



EDITORIAL NOTES 

No one can disguise the fact that there was a lot of 
highly unnecessary "dirty work" in Saturday's game. This 
kind of thing is not at all characteristic of college athletics 
in general and particularly Canadian college athletics. The 
McGill team was without doubt subjected to a great deal 
utterly beyond the scope of legitimate football. The forbear- 
ance oi Billiugton was little short of heroic. He stood for a 
lot more than ordinary human patience could he expected to 
endure . Let us hope that the McGill Campus will never again 
be the scene of the unfortunate incidents that marred Satur- 
day's match.

There cannot be the slightest doubt 
whatever that just so long as McGill 
allows companies not associated 
with the College, to do all her print- 
ing and publishing, then just so long 
is she allowing these Companies to 
drain annually from her an immense 
profit — a profit which she herself 
might have, had she a University 
Press. As tu the amount of money ex- 
pended yearly for printing by McGill 
University, Student Bodies and Col» 

cge Individuals 1 have not the slight- 
est idea, but I feel perfectly safe in 
Saying that it ( annul he less than, at | 
the very least, $10,000*00, and in all 
probability a great deal more. N'o,v, 
on every dollar oi this money, the. 
printer gets a certain percentage 
NET PROFIT ; while on the other 
hand, if McGill owned her own Press, 
every cent of this profit would go to 
the University Treasury, t» be used 
to advantage in some other way. 
COST OK PRINTING OUTFIT 
I tut however, there is one drawback 
to this scheme, and that is the Cost 
of Installing a Printing outfit ; but 
tbies can be overcome if necessary. 

Now, 1 do not think the I ost. of 
establishing a University Press, suit- 
able for McGill, would be more than 
$20,000 at the very most. Now, this 
money could be raised in several 
ways. 

One way. the easiest, hut very like- 
ly the most improbable, would be by 
means of a grant from some good 
benefactor or even from the Univers- 
ity itself.
